A MOST USEFUL BOOK. 


Theip was once an old lady who 


lived in one of the smaller towns 
near New Yoi k, and she did a great 
deal of good in her time, although 
she was not a very important person. 
Shs kept what she called a "fuss 
book." 
When she saw 
anything 


which needed to be amended, she put 
it dov/n in that book, and proceeded 
to agitate the subject. As she chose 
her subjects .and methods judicious- 
ly, she was a most useful member of 
the community. 


Among1 the village reforms which 


started from that "fuss book'' were 
that bicycle liding on the sidewalks 
was piohibited; a new stieet was cut 
through near a school house, so that 
the children might not have to pass 
along a road where fast driving was 
frequent; and a dangerous steep hill 
was graded, and a malarial marsh 
drained. 
After these things had 


been done, everybody was glad, but 
none of those who rejoiced would 
have taken the tiouble to begin the 
agitation in the first place. It came 
to be a proverb- in this old lady's 
family when anything seemed to 
need 
particulai 
attention, 
that 


••grandma" would put that down in 
liei "fuss book," and it would receive 
propel care. 


Americans aie said to be the most 


patient people in the world in regard 
io ceitain public nuisances. A great 
deal of this patience is due to the 
state of things described in the pro- 
verb which says that what is every- 
body's business, is nobody's business. 
Most people aie so busy with their

rnther tlnm take the trouble to pro- 
tost against it with vigor and have 
it abolished. Moreover, the average 
citizen has no very clear idea how to 
go to work to improve matters.

LEE ON SITUATION-IN CUBA. 


INDEPENDENCE UNDER AMERI- 


CAN PROTECTORATE. 


He Would Retain the Troops in the 


Island—Was Called to 


Washington. 


Washington, Sept. 1.—Gen. Fitz- 


hugh Lee has made an elaborate re- 
port on prevailing conditions in the 
territory of Cuba under his jurisdic- 
tion, and takes strong ground for an 
independent government for the Cu- 
bans under an American protector- 
ate. 


The war department in March di- 


rected the commanders of depart- 
ments in Cuba to make a report on 
the conditions in their several sec- 
tions and to accompany it with rec- 
ommendations as to the treatment 
of the natives. 
General Lee is the 


only commander who has responded. 
He is a democrat and a southerner, 
and is supposed to have natural pre- 
judices 
against 
annexation, 
but 


while he urges independence for the 
Cubans be recommends that Ameii- 
can troops be maintained in the is- 
land indefinitely. 


General Lee begins his report by 


stating conditions in Havana and 
Pinar del Rio provinces are making 
rapid progress towiml a state of 
peace, good order and prosperity. He 
goes into this in great detail, taking 
up the subject town by town and 
showing 
a 
general 
improvement 


throughout the western end of the 
island. His report in this respect is 
very gratifying, indicating as it does 
that there is not so much suffering 
from want of food as is often assert- 
ed in unofficial reports. 


Turning to recommendations. Gen- 


eral Lee urges the taking of a census 
as a first step towanl the establish- 
ment of n. self-government. 
His rec- 


ommendation in that respect was an- 
ticipated some time ago by the deci- 
sion of the president to have such a 
census taken. 
General Lee thinks 


that the next step shoulrl be the care- 
ful consideration of the question of 
suffrage for the Cubans. 
He takes 


it for granted there will be elections 
by the natives nnd he points out the 
importance of wise action in deter- 
mining the qualifications of voters. 


He recommends an independent re- 


publican government, with a presi- 
dent, a vice president and a congress. 
He would have this established soon, 
and advises the holring of a general 
election for the selection of those 
officers. 
He says nothing about a 


constitution, leaving it to be inferred 
that he either overlooked that step 
or would have it left to the Cuban 
congress to provide after its installa- 
tion in office. 
In this connection he 


lays stress upon the need of a sys- 
tem of jurisprudence suitable for an 
independent 
government 
and 
so 


guarded as to secure justice to the 
people. 


General Lee evidently foresees that 


while the United States might pro- 
vide Cuba with a model system of 
government the natives would be 
likely to spoil it in the administra- 
tion, and he has submitted sugges- 
tions for keeping the government 
machinery running along lines that 
commend themselves to the American 
mind. 
He says the United States 


should keep a strict supervision over 
Cuba until its republican govern- 
ment is completed and firmly estab- 
lished. 


Even after relieving the Cubans in 


part of American protection he would 
have United States troops maintained 
in the island to protect Americans 
and other aliens in the enjoyment of 
their personal and property rights.

Washington, Sept. 1.—The annual 


report of Hon. H. Clay Evans, com- 
missioner of pensions, shows 
that 


during the year there were added to 
the pension toll 40,991 names and 
43,186 wcie dropped, 34,345 of these 
by reason of death. There were ex- 
pended for pensions 
$138.355,052. 


The annual value of the entire pen- 
sion roll amounts to $131,017,961, 
being 8649,496 more than it ever 
was. due to the higher average an- 
nunl value of pensions. The roll is 
made up of 753,451 surviving sol- 
diers, 237.415 widows and depend- 
ent relatives and 653 nurses. 
The 


total number of original applications 
filed during the year, including those 
on account of the war with Spain, 
was 48,765. The number of original 
claims allowed was 37,077. During 
the year 107.919 claims of all classes 
were rejected, a large percentage of] 
those being claims for increase. The 
report will state that the delay in 
the adjudication of claims is in near- 
ly evciy case the fault of the claim- 
ants or their attorneys. 
In order 


that the present complex system of 
pensioning may be simplified nnd to! 
secure a more uniform practice in the 
future, the appointment of n com- 
mission (in the revision of the laws,, 
rults and 
regulations 
is 
recom- 


mended.

As 
this chemical has been largely em- 
ployed for purifying the water of 
doubtful wells, and especially with 
the view of protecting against the 
cholera baccillus, it would seem par- 
ticularly applicable for use in India.

A stock train of twenty cars made 


a fast run on the western division of 
the Plttsburg road last night, when 
it covered the 274 miles

SPIRIT IN A STRANGE LAND. 


(London Star.) 


The British consul at Hiogo recent- 


ly heard how the grave of a British 
naval officer on the Island of Hiro- 
shima, in the inland sea of Japan, 
was carefully kept in order by the 
peasants. The consul got a history 
of the lonely grave. 


Here aie some extracts: 
''In the 


first year of Meiji (A. D. 1868) hci 
Britannic majesty's ship Sylvia was 
proceeding thiough the inland sea 
when an offlcei named Lake fell ill. 
He was landed at Hiroshima, while 
the Sylvia pioceeded and cast anchor 
at Enouia bay to await his recovery. 
However, he died and Captain St. 
John buried his remains 
in 
the 


giounds of the Templt of Ikwoji, 
above Enourii slnine, and set up a 
wooden ctoss. 


"Years nfterwaids. when this mon- 


ument had almost decayed 
tho natives said: 'Tiuly, it would be 
too s.-.d if the ginve of our solitary 
guest fiom afni, who has become a 
spiiit in a stiange land, weie suffeied 
to pass out of all knowledge.' 
So 


Tei.iwaki Kaemon. head of a village 
guild, set up a stone monument, the 
•shore folk with one accord lending 
help. This was on the seventh day 
of the eleventh month of the fourth 
year of Meiji—that is, 1871. 


"Since then nearly thirty winters 


iavc passed, during which time the 
islnndeis have not neglected to take 
good care of the tomb. From the 
tenth to the sixteenth day of 
the 


seventh month, in particular, the na- 
tives clean and sweep the grave and 
offer up floweis and incense, mourn- 
ing and consolation."

because he had spent bis youth there, 
and not because he was present nt

ROGET BACKS DOWN. 


This declaration caused a scene, for

Paris. Sept. 1.—The minister

General the Marquis De Galli- 
fet, has announced that the grand 
maneuvers planned for the Fifth and 
Ninth army corps have been aban- 
doned owing to the prevalence of 
typhoid fever nnd that garrison man- 
euvers have been substituted 
for 


them. 


The garbage collectors are now 


having their troubles. 
Daily the 


collectors file complaints with the 
bonrd of works of the character of 
garbage placed in the boxes, and the 
board has finally determined thnt 
decisive action is necessary. Hun- 
dreds of housewives throw their 
slops in the garbage boxes and the 
consequence is that when the col- 
lector gathers up the debris he finds 
more water than anything else. 
Now that the canning season is on 
the crematory is forced to burn its 
full capacity, and even then it has 
been impossible to burn all the gar- 
bage, some of which has been hauled 
to Dan Falls' place, east of the city. 
The garbage men complain of the 
immense amount of water thnt is 
found in the boxes nnd the board has 
given them instructions not to han- 
dle garbage that is half water. It 
is impossible to burn the water and 
the city loses money on its contracts 
by compelling the collectors to haul 
the slops. Of course, it is necessary 
to dump wet garbage in the boxes, 
but the housewives must stop dump- 
ing water or their garbage boxes 
will not be emptied.

LEE ON SITUATION (N CUBA. 


INDEPENDENCE UNDER AMERI- 


CAN PROTECTORATE. 


lie Would Retain the Troops in the 


Island—Was Called to 


Washington. 


Washington, Sept. 1.—Gen. Fitz- 


hugh Lee 1ms made an elaborate re- 
port on prevailing conditions in the 
territory of Cuba under his jurisdic- 
tion, and takes strong ground for an 
independent government for the Cu- 
bans under an American protector- 
ate. 


The war department in March di- 


rected the commanders of depart- 
ments in Cuba to jinike a report on 
the conditions in their several sec- 
tions and to accompany it with rec- 
ommendations as to the treatment 
of the natives. 
General Lee is the 


only commander who has responded. 
He is a democrat and a southerner, 
and is supposed to have natural pre- 
judices 
against 
annexation, 
but 


while he urges independence for the 
Cubans he recommends that Ameri- 
can troops be maintained in the is- 
land indefinitely. 


General Lee begins his report by 


stating conditions in Havana and 
Pinar del Rio provinces are making 
rapid progress toward a stale of 
peace, good order and prosperity. He 


s into this in great detail, taking 


up the subject town by town and 
showing 
a 
general 
improvement 


throughout the western end of the 
island. His report in this respect is 
irery gratifying, indicating as it does 
that there is not so much suffering 
from want of food as is often assert- 
ed in unofficial reports. 


Turning to recommendations. Gen- 


eral Lee urges the taking of a census 
as a first step toward the establish- 
ment of a self-government. His rec- 
ommendation in that respect was an- 
ticipated some time ago by the deci- 
sion of the president to have such a 
census taken. 
General Lee thinks 


;hat the next step should be the care- 
Ful consideration of the question of 
suJfragc for the Cubans. He takes 
.t for granted there will be elections 
by the natives and he points out the 
importance of wise action in deter- 
mining the qualifications of voters. 


He recommends an independent re- 


publican government, with a prcsi- , 
dent, a vice president and a congress, 
tic would have this established soon, 
nd advises the holding of a general 
election for the selection of those 
officers. 
He says nothing about a 


constitution, leaving It to be inferred 
that he cither overlooked that step 
or would have it left to the Cuban 
congress to provide after its installa- 
tion in office. 
In this connection he 


lays stress upon the need of a sys- 
tem of jurisprudence suitable for an 
lidepemlent 
government 
and 
so 


uarded as to secure justice to the 
people. 


General Leo evidently foresees that 


while the United States might pro- 


idc Cuba with a model system of 


government the natives would be 
likely to spoil it In the administra- 
tion, and he has submitted sugges- 
tions for keeping the government 
machinery running along lines that 
commend themselves to the American 
mind. He says the United States 
should keep a strict supervision over 
Cuba until its republican govern- 
ment is completed and firmly estab- 
lished.

part of American protection he would 
have United States troops maintained 


the island to protect Americans 


and other aliens in the enjoyment of 
their personal.and property rights.

ANNUAL PENSION REPORT. 


Washington, Sept. 1.—The annual 


report of Hon. H. Clay Evans, com- 
missioner of pensions, shows 
that 


during- the year there were added to 
the pension roll -10,091 names and 
43,150 were dropped, 34,345 of these 
by reason of death. 
There were ex- 


pended for pensions $138,355,052. 
The annual value of the entire pen- 
sion roll ninuuiiU to $131,017,001, 
being $049,490 more than it ever 
wns, due to the higher average an- 
nual vnlue of pensions. The roll is 
made up of 753,451 surviving sol- 
diers, 237,415 widows and depend- 
ent relatives and 053 nurses. The 
total number of original applications 
filed (hiring the year, including those 
on account of the war with Spain, 
was 48,705. The number of original 
claims allowed wns 37,077. During 
the year 107,919 claims of all classes 
wore rejected, a large percentage of 
those being claims for increase. The 
report will state that the delay in 
the adjudication of claims is in near- 
ly every cose the fault of the clnim- 
nnts or their attorneys. 
In order 


that the present complex system of 
pensioning may be simplified and to 
secure a more uniform practice in the 
future, the appointment of n com- 
mission on the revision of the laws, 
rules 
and 
regulations 
is 
recom- 


mended.

The-, new telephone line being con- 


structed between Fort Wayne nud 
Decatur by the National Telephone 
nnd Telegraph, company of this city 
is fust Hearing completion. Th« line 
is to enter the city by way of South 
Calhoun street. Today workmen nre 
digging holes for the poles within 
the city limits, and tliu pole ^ang; 
is less than two miles behind them. 
Some little difficulty has been experi- 
enced 
in 
securing 
right-of-way 


through private property, but this 
has been 
satisfactorily 
adjusted. 


Within a few days the wires will be 
strung", and by the latter part of next 
weet the line will be in operation. 


On the liiie from Auburn to Butler, 


via Waterloo, the workmen have 
reached Waterloo in the erection of 
the poles, and the work is going for- 
ward, rapidly. It is confidently ex- 
pected that next week will see the 
•wires strung; nnd the new line in 
service. The United States line from 
the east into Butler was completed 
last week and this will give the Na- 
tional company new direct connection 
with a large number o£ Ohio nnd 
Michigan points. 


The National company also has in 


contemplation the construction of a 
line between Tort Wayne nnd Colum- 
bia CityT but the proposition is yet 
only .in a formative state, and no 
work has been done on the line. In 
fact,•-.the, jo;ate hits not yet been se- 
lected. The company is awaiting the 
completion of n traffic arrangement 
with the owners of the Columbia 
City exchange.
